Gary tells me he has done what I regard as a foolish thing. lie told you of my 
dealings with Graham and some of the results. Coincidence or not, I have heard nothing 
since from Graham, nor have I gotten what he promised. 

I thought that often enough in the. past I had told everyone with whom I correspond 
that I am perfectly capable dsf telling each whatever 1 want him to know and that I corres- 
pond on the assumption that I am dealing 'with w hunch of babies and idle gossipers. there 
are sometimes, in my view, factors involved of which others may not be aware or which 
their experiences do not prepare them to understand or where they may disagree with me. 

At least recently, I know of 210 case where you have gone around engaging in idle 
chatter, so I am not criticizing you. But I want for of ^11, to remind you that 1 feel 
as I do about what I am doing and my work and second, to'ask you that you keep whatever 
u ary told you entirely to yourself. 

lie are far past the point where we should be proceeding on the dictum of the spooks, 
need to know. Those who have quit can't be faulted for quitting. But if they have wuit, 
let it be that way, and let us not put them in a position to make innocent error. If they 
do not know what is going on and are not up to date on the state of our knowledge, the 
change of innocent error are greater. Given the forceful personalities of same, the danger 
is that much greater in addition. There are too many bright people who haven q t the Slightest 
notion of too much. 

I have reduced considerably the number of people with whom I correspond because 
it is a waste of time and for other reasons. One is that those who have, for what is for 
them good reason, dropped out, are doing nothing to help the few of us who continue and 

sometimes without so intending do hurtful things. I do not consider it one of our obligations 

to indulge the curiosity of those who have quit. In each case these are people of relatively 
decent means, and the few of us who continue doing any kind of meaningful work, are wothout 
means. T 0 the best of my knowledge, you are the best-off of us. heed I tell you more of the 
facilities and means of the drones? I havebeen getting enough guilty flak on this score to 
have developed pretty strong feelings about it. Gary is the exception. This guilt lias 
developed to the point that one who I will not name who i-new of my efforts re: lattimer had 
useful and relevant data and did not send it to me. When, by accident, I did get it, the 
thinghad developed past the point where I could use that, but earlier it could liave been 
very effective. Bp, there isn't even reciprocation. 

In my view we have a political, not a factual, situation to confront. Others may 
hold different views. x n any event, I want there to be no doubt in anyone s mind that 
unless I . sk that anything I provide be distributed further, it is in every case sent with 
the intent that, no matter how seemingly insignificant, it is to go no further . In any form 

or by any means. The reasons I did not send you what I did not send on Graham have nothing 

to do with trust in you. Obviously, although we have had strong differences, I do trust you. 
This is a verj delicate matter. It lias the potential of being quite important to use. I felt 
that extreme caution was required. Whatever it is that seems to have cut it off is not likely 
because of what Gary told you. My point is that there is no needless risk worth chancing, and 
idle gossip lias no possibility of yielding any benefit. I want none in the future, We are 
far from t ,e end, and I an not in this for abortions.
